Associate  or  Probate  Judge* 
are  paid  out  of  the  County  Treasuries  for  the  time  acmally  em- 
ployed Uy  them,  '^'lerks  o{  ('oiuts  receive  fees  alone  in  retsmne- 
ralion  for  their  services.
